And the probable prospect is that a considerably larger sum 
than last year will be expended on these articles in the 
coming months. If we had had a panicin the autumn of 1866, 
it would have been a panic with at least a mediocre harvest 
hanging over us, and augmenting the gloom. But an inferior 
harvest.is not now so terrible a calamity as it formerly was. 
We are habitually largei for food, and a suddendemand 
for an extra supply does not disturb the world as it did when 
in ordinary times we depended exclusively on our own supply.

We.do not undertake to say that gold will go to America. 
The trade with America before the civil war was. always 
a triangular trade—that is, a trade in which the balance be- 
tween two nations is settled by credits given on a third, Oar 
direct exports to America never balanced our imports from 
America, but the balance was struck by the drafte.drawn from 
the East and other quarters upon England “on American 
‘“‘ account.” The natural and usual course is, that we re- 
ceive gold from America because one part of it, California, isa 
mining country. Still some gold may gothere. But to the Bast 
we have-no doubt that a considerable sum will go. Last year we 
know much did go, and the money market was deranged in 
consequence ; and the import this year is nearly double that of 
last year. The prospects, too, for future operations in Bombay 
cotton (which we discuss elsewhere) are certainly fair. If we 
had now, or were likely to have, a panic from an intrinsic 
failure of credit, this cotton drain for bullion would be 
serious. Now, however, it will only counteract other causes 
which tend to depress the value of money, and will hardly 
attract much notice. 

The large diminution in the Bank reserve of notes which 
attracts attention is only that which usually takes place at the 
close of the quarter, and is not greater than that which 
occurred last year. The depression of securities is very simply 
explained. No banker likes to make his customer realise 
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during a panic, but now the ic is over, he requires the 
loan to Cell and the nein realised ; and therefore 
there is much more “security” just now in the market than 
money. 

For the moment the value of money is declining. The 
demand is diminishing and the supply augmenting, and there 
is therefore little doubt that the Bank rate of discount will 
fall to 4 per cent. ere long. Its further course will depend on 
causes yet too obscure to foretell, but the state of the cotton 
trade and the quality of the harvest will be sure to have a 
considerable influence. 


CANDIA AND GREECE. 
Tere may be considerable doubt as to what has been the 
actual result of the late fighting in Candia, as to who has 
truly won the victory in the several engagements which are 
reported to have taken place, and as to the value and signifi- 
cance of those victories to the conquerors. There may be much 
doubt, also, as to the part which ought to be taken, or is 
likely to be taken, by the great Powers in reference to what 
is probably the beginning of an obstinate struggle between 
the energetic and restless Christian subjects of the Porte and 
their semi-civilised and effete masters; and as to what will 
ultimately happen if the Cretans are left to their own 
resources, aided by such support as the Greek people and the 
Epirote or Bosnian insurgents may directly or indirectly 
render them. ‘There may be great doubt, finally, as to the 
| true origin of the Cretan insurrection, whether it was indi- 
genous and spontaneous, or, as is more probable, the fruit of 
foreign intrigues, set on foot under the idea that the war 
:; between Austria and the Prussian and Italian. Allies would be 
a long one, rich in opportunities for all the oppressed and dis- 
contented nationalities in the South of Europe, and requiring 
all the assistance which a general embroilment of the Continent 
could afford to the belligerents. But we apprehend there 
can be no doubt at all as to the side to which must incline 
the sympathies and hopes of every one to whom the permanent 
peace and continuous progress of the world are dear. 

That the Turkish Empire—as a European Empire 
—is doomed, we consider to be absolutely certain. Few 
who really know and comprehend its condition or its 
essential character will regret its fall. No English statesman, 
~—now that Lord Palmerston and Earl Russel] have left the 
stage and carried their belated notions with them, and that 
Mr Layard is reduced to comparative impotence by their re- 
tirement,—will, we think, be found either to interfere for its 
maintenance or for the profitless prolongation of its dying 
agonies. It cannot, it is notorious that it cannot, stand by 
its own strength; and in these days we have had warnings 
enough that the existence of any State that has no adequate 
inherent vitality, and requires to be sustained either by the 
unwearying forbearance or the incessant protection of others, 
éan be little but a source of danger and disturbance to them 
all. It is impossible to deny or conceal the fact that the 
Ottoman race in Europe has lost its vigour; its numbers as 
well as its energy are rapidly decreasing; even where its fight- 
ing qualities remain, its military capacity, both personal and 
material, in comparison with other nations, has become insig- 
nificant ; the superiority to the races subject to its sway, 
which in some essential points used to be signal and indispu- 
table, is now almost wholly lost; and with this loss its raison 
@ étre, the justification of its dominion, is swept away. It 
does not improve, or advance, or learn, or change; and pro- 

is in our age the condition and the law of life. Its 
religion forbids elasticity, alteration, amendment or renovation. 
The fanaticism of its faith, which was once its strength, is 
now and has long been its weakness. The Turkish race 
has no future ; and when this is said, all is said. 

There. has long been a sort of semi-articulate idea—a 
Foreign Office tradition—that the Ottoman Empire must be 
kept on its legs at all hazards and at any cost, because there 
was no apparently possible successor. There seemed to be no 
natural, legal, or obvious heir to those vast territories; and 
the partition of them among first-rate Powers presented a 
problem too difficult and dangerous not to be staved off as 
long as possible. Meanwhile the condition of the Provinces 
under this condemned but respited Government has been far 
too little regarded; nothing could well be worse for the 
people or more fatal to their comfort or their progress. We 
have been to a certain extent conscious of this; and have 
shown ourselves feebly alive to the duty of, mitigating the 
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mischiefs which we insisted on prolonging ; and we have dons |) 
this as clumsily as might bave been expected under thal) 
circumstances. The Turkish Administration was too bad. |) 
too incapable, cruel, and capritious—to be left wholly uni 
checked, but yet we would not suffer it to be utterly oven: 
thrown. The state of the case may be given in three words 
The people have not been permitted to govern themselves, 
the Turks have not been permitted to govern them in a 
own fashion ; the protecting Powers have not taken the adm. }} 
nistration fairly into their own hands. What exists has been |} 
in fact a Government by Consuls—or rather a Government 
Ottoman authorities, perpetually but fitfully and wa: Hh 
interfered with, weakened and discredited by Consular inten 
vention, and by the intervention of the Consuls of Power 
having often ideas and aims altogether at variance with each |} 
other. Naturally, this system has aggravated the diseontent |} 
of the subject populations without very materially or habitn. i} 
ally ameliorating their condition ; it has utterly impaired the 
vigour and prestige of the Administration without giving tof} 
the native Christians either the practice or the self-conf.

COTTON. 
Tar.cobton scarcity is now.a matter of history; but the his- 
ifory: was so momentous a one that it is well worth a retro- 
lspective glance. The danger and the suffering are over; but 
‘it will be interesting to see, by the aid of a few figures placed 
side by side, what they were, and to give a little thought to 
the actual position and the immediate prospects of our great 
staple industry, which is-now resuming its old place at the 
ead of the national productions. 


Four years ago our supply of cotton was in the greatest 
jeopardy, and we were in a. sense starving for the want of 
it. This year it is larger tham it ever was. Already, the 

importations during the first nine months of the 
year exceed ‘the average of the two yeats before the war, and 
we have still large quantities to.receive, much of which is 
actually at.sea, and can, therefore, be counted upon with con- 
fidence. According to the best information we have been 
ableto obtain, we may reckon on receiving about 570,000 
bales between the 1st of October and the 31st December. 
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The comparative rececipts of the eight years from all quartere 
will then be as follows :—

(There has been a failure in the Egyptian crop this year, 
Owing in part to a cattle plague which broke out there some 
time since and created frightful devastation; but it is ex- 
pected to be only temporary, and the yield of 1867 will 
Probably equal that of 1865.) Thus it will be seen that 
under the stimulus of extraurdinary prices and profits, be- 
tween 1861 and 1865, or in little more than four years, Egypt 
and Brazil trebled their production, while the production

(for a good deal was diverted from the China market), in- 
creased in rather more than that ratio. 

We have so often discussed the probability of these differ- 
ent countries continuing this increased supply, or any material 
portion of it, when America once more fairly enters the field as 
a competitor, that our readers must be thoroughly familiar with 
the conditions of the problem. No other land can produce so 
good a quality at so cheap a rate as the United States whenever 
their industry shall have been reorganised ; but this reorganisa- 
tion will necessarily be a work of time and difficulty, and they 
will probably never be able to grow cotton at as low a price 
as formerly, and almost certainly will not be able for some 
years to produce as much. DPgypt and Brazil will always 
furnish a certain proportion of our supply, because it suits 
them to grow some cotton, and because we require a certain 
quantity of the peculiar sort they produce. India will 
always send us some cotton, because at the price at which she 
can furnish her inferior quality, it will always find purchasers 
up to a given point. And as there is little likelihood, for at 
least a considerable period—owing to the change in the con- 
ditions of productive industry in the Southern States of the 
Union—of prices falling for a continuance as low as-in 1860 
before the war, we may fairly conclude that om an ‘average 
of years, our miscellaneous sources of supply—i.e. other 
countries than Ameriea—will in future furnish a somewhat 
larger proportion of our total importations (say 35 instead of 
25 per cent.) than they used to do, but also a considerably 
smaller proportion than they have done during the last three 


way of prophecy. 

Prices have fluctuated even more widely than supplies, as 
they always will do in the case of articles of general and 
indispensable consumptiou. The total supply in 1862 was 
just half what it was in 1859; but the average prices of 
1862 were threefold, and the extreme prices were fourfold those 
of 1859. But this comparison does not adequately either 
express the facts or expound the philosophy of the case, since 
it was not till 1863 and 1864 that prices reached their 
maximum. The following table will show far better the-real 
effect of scarcity on prices. We give the’ average and the 
highest prices per lb of middling Orleans and fair Surat, the 


usual standards of comparison :—

Thus, in fact, a falling off of less than 30 per cent. in the 
supply brought about an advance of 450 per cent. in the 
price. The quantity of cotton was reduced a third, and the 
cost of cotton was incrased nearly fivefold. At the present 
time the current prices of the two qualities specified above 
are about 12d for Orleans and 9d for Surat.. They have been 
lower in the course of the year. 





The consumption of cotton has nearly recovered its former 
dimensions. The weekly deliveries to the trade were in 1860 
50,600 bales, and have been in 1866 49,000 up to the 1st of 
October. All the factories that have survived the crisis or 
been built during the crisis (and these last are by no means 
few in number) are in full work, or where they are not, the 
cause is not want of cotton, but deficiency of hands. It isa 
remarkable fact that factory operatives, so fearfully redundant 
three years ago, are almost scarce now, at least in some of 
the country districts. Some have emigrated; some have 
migrated to adjacent counties ; numbers have become absorbed 
into other than textile occupations ; a few men have become 
builders or navvies ; a multitude of women and children have 
entered domestic service. The general prosperity of the 
country and the general advance of wages have given most 
classes a push upwards, and factory labour, though better 
puid than formerly—for the earnings of those who for two or 
three years were supported by charitable aid are now greater 
than ever—seems not to beso much in favour. As -faras the 
working population are concerned, however, the crisis and the 
day of trial are entirely over.

And now in conclusion, and without veuturing into the 
perilous domain of prediction, we will briefly bring ntojuxta- 
position a few facts bearing on the probable direction ay | 
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least of the various elements of the cotton question,—the 
great question, that is, of supply and price. first, as to 
STOCK. 
what it was at the close of 1859 and of 1865, and consider- 
ably larger than it has been for a Jong series of years. But 
as the is large and the consumption is increasing, and 
the two together will considerably exceed the anticipated 
supplies for the remainder of the year, we shall probably 
close 1866 with a stock of 575,000 bales, which is ample 
but not excessive. We look for a continued home demand 
at the rate of 49,000 bales per week, and a total export 
for the year of something over a million. It is already 
850,000. Secondly, Our importations for the year will 
exceed our consumption and our exports combined by 
about 200,000 bales: in other words, our actual sup- 
ply is greater than our actual demand, and this is a 
condition of things which, unless modified by well-grounded 
anticipations of a coming change in one or other of the 
elements of the calculation, points to a fall in price. There- 
fore, thirdly, what are the future prospects? Certainly a 
continuance of the present large home demand, but searcely 
any material ‘nerease, if as we believe, nearly all our factories 
are now fully at work. Probably, also a continuance of the 
demand for export and perhaps an augmentation, if peace 
fairly settles down upon the continent of Europe. The con- 
sumption af cotton, therefore, may be expected to increase 
rather than otherwise. But how as regards the supply ? 
This must be of course nearly altogether conjectural. Of 
the crop in the United States nothing can be predicated with 
confidence. It may reach two millions or two and a half, 
though considerable authorities place it lower than either, 
but even if it reach the latter figure, is there any reason to 
believe that we shall obtain much more than we have done 
this year? Scarcely. The terrible derangement of commercial 
eredit which has prevailed at Bombay will not only retard the 


‘transmission of cotton thence, but probably (especially when 


accompanied with the lower range of prices which must be 
looked for and is in great part already established) check pro- 
duetion, while China will again claim its former proportion of 
the crops. Perhaps, therefore, it would be wise to calculate 
that any increase from America will be at least connter- 
balanced by the decrease in the Indian supply. From Egypt 
we may look for perhaps 200,000 bales more than this year, 
and from Brazil neither increase nor diminution. The aggre- 
gate of all these considerations seems to point to a consider- 
able steadiness of prices, with probably a downward tendency. 
There will be a stock large enough to keep speculation in 
check, and a consumption and demand for export large enough 
to control despondency or alarm among holders. One thing, 
however, should be borne in mind. If the present prices 
continue, production everywhere will be profitable and will 
be encouraged ;—a shilling a pound for Orleans and 9d for 
Surat are in ordinary times handsomely paying limits. 


STOCK AND DEBENTURE AUCTIONS. 

Ar the present time, when so many securities are thrown 
upon the market, it is very desirable that the best possible 
means of selling them should be used. During the panic, and 
before, many advances were made by bankers and others on 
preference stocks, on debentures, and other securities of a good 
class as far as income goes and as far as security goes, but not 
very readily saleable. They exist only in small quantities, 
and it does not suit the dealers on the Stock Exchange to hold 
a large stock of miscellaneous securities which will not be soon 
asked for. No one possessing such securities can be sure of 
selling them at a given day. His broker will say, “ I will 
“ place them for you as soon as I can, but there is no pur- 
“ chaser now in the market that I know of, and I cannot for 
“ certain say when there will be one.” In the same way a 
capitalist who wants any particular one of such securities can- 
not be sure at once of meeting with it, though next door to 
him there may be a person wishing to sell the very same 
security. There is is no single centre for these “ small 
“ quantity” securities, where an intended purchaser can be 
‘ sure of meeting with the things he wants, and an intended 
\ seller of meeting with the money he wants. 

It is now proposed to establish auctions weekly, at which 
such shares and others can be disposed of. A company has

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IRISH UNIVERSITY EDUCATION. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

Sm,— Your correspondent, whose ‘‘ communicated ’’ paper 
on “ Irish University Education,” appeared in your number of 
September 22, is so much alarmed by the recent report of the 
President of Galway College, that I am induced to trouble 
you with some observations, which may help to reassure such 
of your readers as are interested in that cause. 

The alarming facts are that the entrances into the Galway 
Queen's College have diminished from 70 in the session of 
1864-5 to 49 in that of 1865-6; while at Cork they have 
fallen from 90 to 77 (or, according to another table, from 83 

|to 75), and at Belfast from 135 to 117. Hence your corre- 
spondent infers the coming triumph of “ultramontanism ” 
and “ denominationalism”’ over the ‘“‘ mixed”’ system, as well 
as the fall of the collegiate before the examining system of 
education, unless the fatal policy of the late Government be 
speedily reversed. With the view of testing these conclu- 
sions, I have carefully examined the reports of the three 
Presidents, and the first fact which meets me is that the 
significance of the above figures has been greatly over- 
rated by President Berwick, and those who have echoed 
him. The tables show that the number of students 
entering the Colleges has varied very considerably from ses- 
sion to session within the last few years. Thus, taking the 
six years from 1860 to 1865, the entrances at Belfast have 
| fallen from 152 to 137, then to 127, rising again to 135. At 
| Cork, they fell from 107 to 81, rose to 115, and fell again to 
| 90 (or 83), in 1864. At Galway, they were all but station- 
ary for three years, then fell from 64 to 59, and rose again to 
70 in the same year. It is difficult not to connect the de- 
crease of 21 entrances at the latter place in 1865 with that 
“ emigration always increasing which continues to thin the 
“town,” until its population of nearly 24,000 in 1851 has 
been reduced to little more than one-half. Nor is it possible 
| in the case of Belfast to forget the opening of the Magee Pres- 
| byterian College at Derry. But admitting that the diminu- 
tion in question may possibly not be either accidental or local, 

t does it signify? Turning again to the tables which 

give the “ religious persuasion” of the students entering, I 
find the following results :—At Galway, the Roman Catholics 
have fallen from 28 to 19, the members of the Established 
Church from 26 to 16, and all Protestants together from 41 
to 30. At Cork, the Roman Catholics have fallen from 42 to 
34, and the Established Church from 42 to 33. At Belfast, 
the Presbyterians have fallen from 97 to 83, and the Esta- 
blished Church from 22 to 17, while the Roman Catholics 
have risen from 6 to 7. It is evident, therefore, that all the 
“ persuasions” have been affecied alike, that the Roman 
Catholics have not begun to abandon the Colleges, which con- 
tinue “‘ mixed” in the same proportions as heretofore, and 
that neither “‘ ultramontanism ”’ nor “‘ denominationalism,”’ can 
find cause of triumph in the slight decrease of entrances 
| which took place in October 1865. I am far, however, from 
saying that Sir G. Grey's announcement of the previous June 
(the only one, be it remembered, previous to the date of the 
decrease) had nothing to do with the matter. It may have 
| produced some vague uncertainty as to the prospects of the 
| Colleges, in spite of the distinct assertion that they were not 
to be touched. The prospect of obtaining‘an Irish degree 
without the expense and inconvenience of sending their sons 
to reside in a distant town may have induced some parents of 
moderate or scanty means to wait for the promised change. 
But if such be the fact, I feel no shadow of doubt but that 
the increasing prosperity of all classes in Ireland, and the 
wing demand for the higher education, will soon fill the 
College halls fuller than ever. I agree with your corre- 
spondent as to the advantage of collegiate education. I prefer, 
in spite of manifest and manifold difficulties where Protestants 
and Roman Catholics are concerned, a united to a domina- 
tional college. But I greatly differ from him if he thinks 
that the Queen’s Colleges are sufficient for the needs of 
Ireland ; still more if he believes that the Queen’s University 
can render such services to Ireland as Parliament has a right 
to require, so long as its degrees are confined 
to studeats from those Colleges. Are your readers 
aware of the number of degrees conferred by the University 
under the present system upon Protestants and Roman Catho- 
lics respectively? It is a most important point, far more 
important in relation to the proposed changes, than any figures 
about the numbers attending the colleges. I take the degree 
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of Bachelor of Arts (B.A.) as forming the best'test: of 
usefulness of a university for the purposes of general ed 
tion, and I find, from the tables given by Professor’ Sul 

in his pamphlet, that the. total number of B.A. degrees: ogqs| 
ferred by the university in the four years ending 1864 
191, of which Belfast obtained 115, Cork and Galway b 
them 76. Again. I take the report of the President of ¢ 
College, and I find that during the five years ending 1865, 
136 students of that college obtained degrees or di of 
some kind or other. But of that number not more 

45 could have been degrees of B.A., the remainder

Now the Roman Catholic students of Cork and 
together have scarcely reached, upon an average, one-half off 
the whole number attending. If, therefore, we suppose | 
to have proceeded to the academical degree in the same pro-} 
portion as the Protestants, the number of Roman Catholigg} 
“ getting their degree,” in the ordinary Oxford and Oambrid 
sense of the word, cannot well have exceeded 40, or 10 
each year, to which a small addition must be made on account} 
of the few who may have proceeded from Belfast. 


But if this estimate be true, or anything like the truth, it} 
becomes evident that the Queen’s University as now constix) 
tuted is almost useless to the Roman Catholic body, for 
whose sake (at all events in three provinces of Jreland) it 
was mainly and specially established. Such a disoos} 
very justifies those who desire to redress so real @ 
grievance, and to bring the education of the Irish Rom 
Catholics within the influence of the University, 
we are stopped by writers like your correspondent, who con-} 
trasts the policy recently announced for Ireland with the 
views which have guided University Reformers in | 
I, for one, share those views, and deny the justice of the cons| 
trast. Not to dwell on the absence of any real resemblance} 
between the cases, I conceive that any man may consistently: 
support a non-denominational University, and yet prefer 
denominational system in its several Cclleges. This is 
view taken by the eminent Roman Catholics who have lately} 
joined the Senate of the Queen’s University, and it is a di 
tinction felt more or lees by many University Reformers here} 
At all events none of them, I presume, would make 
“mixed” system compulsory at Oxford or Cambridge, and 
exclude a denominational college or hall from the University, 
which is what the Queen’s College party are struggling to maine 
tain in Ireland. As to the partial assimilation of the Queen's} 
University to the University of London, which is; of coursg}

Inundations in different s of France have done immense 
damage, which must be estimated by millions. They have also 

eatly injured certain railways, especially those of the Orleans 

ompany to Bordeaux and to Nantes. ‘the company, however, 
declares that the damage is not equal to that occasioned by the 
floods of 1856. A ‘national subscription” has been opened for 
the relief of the sufferers; but such things rarely succeed in 
France, and there is little chance that this one will be an exception 
to the rule. Indeed, the French may be excused for not giving, 
as the present year has been a terrible one to them. War, pesti- 
lence, searcity, locusts (in Algeria), and now inundations, have 
occasioned them heavy loss and impeded their industry. 

According to the Journal d’Agriculture Pratique, a good 
authority, the vintage of the present year will probably be about 
45,000,000 hectolitres, (the hectolitre is rather more than 22° 
gallons), a third less than that of last year, and the quality will 
be “interior to that of 1868, which was not avery good year.” 
The reports however, from the Medoc districts, state that a few 
days’ tine weather. have greatly improved the vineyards, and that 
the expectation now is that the quantity will be larger than at one 
time had been thought possible, and the quality ‘‘ fairand market- 
able.” As to the stock of wines that will remain in hand for ‘next 
year, it is estimated by authorities in these matters at 17,000,000 
hectolitree. 

The Swedish Government, from fear of the cattle plague, has 
prohibited the import from England, Scotland, parts of France, 
and other countuies, of horned cattle, pigs, sheep, goats, the fresh 
skins, hides, »nd hvofs of such animals, wool, silk, bones, horns, 
tallow, and old stable implements. This prohibition is probably 
not of recent date, but it is only within the last few days that the 
French Government has made it known. 

It was stated some time back that the Spanish Government had 
decided that in certain provinces smugglers should be. tried, not 
by the civil, but by military tribnoals: This measure has just 
been ex’ended to the province of Navarre. The Captuin-General 
there has ordered that all persons guilty, directly or indirectly, of 
smuggling any sort of goods whatsoever shall be tried at once by 
court martial, and that the sentence pronounced sball be executed 
on the instant, no appeal being allowed. It is a great pity that 
the Spanish Government has nut yet learned that tae best way to 
suppress smuggling would be to redu¢e its monstrous tariffs. 

A document of some interest to that part of the commercial 
world which trades with Egypt has reached Paris. It appears from 
it that it has always been the custom for importers ot European 
goods in Egypt tosell them to native dealers, who introduced them 
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into the interior of the country. The dealers gave bills, but 
rarely paid them when due. They, however, always ended by 
paying in: instalments after periods more or less long. About 
fifteen: months back, a well-known native trader failed. His 
liabilities exceeded 600,000 piastres, and his assets were only 
38,000. It turned out on investigation that he hed fraudulently 
made away with large quantities of the goods he had purchased 
on credit. The Government was solicited to bave bim brought to 
justice, but it refused to interfere, and the man enjoyed in peace 
the proceeds of his fraud. Encouraged by his example, several 
other dealers, all. Arabs, committed fraudulent. bankruptcies, some 
of them toa large amount. But it was not possible for the victi- 
mised Europeans to obtain any sort of reparation. Seeing that 
impunity in fraud might be counted on, all the Arab dealers have 
come to an understanding to refuse to pay their European creditors ; 
and at the present moment these latier are totally unable to get 
anything from them. The Europeans have complained to the 
Egyptian Government, but have veen refused redress. They have 
accordingly sent a “memoir” to the European Consuls General, in 
which they argue that as the Egyptian Government will uot inter- 
fere, it is the duty of their respective Governments to obtain re- 
a from it.. What the Consuls General think is not at present 
own.

In 1862, intelligence of the Federal victory, under M‘Clellan, 


at Hagerstown, Maryland, had been received. The suspension 
had been announced of the large house of Faria and Brother, 
of Brazil; and Lindheim and Oo., of Vienna, with liabilities 
in each case exceeding 300,000/.

FRIDAY NIGHT. 

The supply of English wheat at Mark lane, this morning, was 
only modera'e. On the whole, the trade ruled steady, at prices 
equal to Monday. Foreign wheat sold to a fair extent, on former 
terms.

The reports, however, of the cotton trade 
from ail these districts is of such an unsatisfactory nature that w 
anticipate supplies will be forwarded to this market but slowly 
this season, unless of course prices here were to improve materially 
in the meantime. From Dharwar, where vearly if not the whole 
of last season’s crops is stili held either by the ryots or Soucars, 
they baving persistently refused every offer in hopes that the Iarer- 
pool market would improve, we hear there is still no sign of busi- 
ness, cotton there being nominally equal to 360 rs per candy laid 
down is Bombay ; this time last-year fully half the crop was on its 
way to the coast.

Nzw Yoru, Sept. 21.—The advance of last week in flour has 
called out better supplies for the past few days; with better 
assortments, the demand has been quite active. The Southera 
and Eastern States, as well as the British Provinces, have been 
large buyers; and have been entirely dependent on the daily re- 
ceipts. The demand for unsound and sour flours for shipment, 
which had been suspended, was revewed again to-day, at rather 
better prices than were paid last week. Wheat has been in. better 
supply. The arrivals include a few cargoes of new spring, which 
have been eagerly taken up, except where held at «xtreme prices. 
The country millers have come into market, and takea nearly the 
entire stock of passable old spring wheats, and they close. nomi- 
nally 10 cents better. The finer new. winter reds have also ad- 
vanced. The movement at the West has been more liberal, but 
the interruption of railroad communication by a great freshet will 
prevent supplies coming forward; and, at leas:, there is very 
little on the way to this market. There is very little prospect of 
such an accumulation of wheat here before the close of navigation 
as will permit shipments to British markets, except at. very. high 
prices. Corn has come to market in large quantities ; but there 
has been a speculative movement, based on the reports of frosts 
at the West. The shipping demand has been more active. The 
stock of corm at this market is rapidly accumulating, and 
may be now estimated at two million bushels.- Oats have 
also experienced a speculative advaace, based on limited receipts.

STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEE. 


Marx Lang, Frrpay Eventne. 

The arrivals of English wheat up to our market this week have 
been only moderate, and in but middling condition. Forthe most 
sales have progressed slowly ; nevertheless, the late advance 

in the quotations has been well supported. Foreign wheat—the 
imports of which have been on a full average—has changed hands 
steadily, chiefly for mixing purposes, at very full prices. Fine 
barley, from its scarcity, hassold at high rates; but inferior par- 
cels have given way Isto 2s per quarter. There has been a good 
demand for malt, at extreme rate:—78s per quarter having been 
paid for selected qualities. Oats hive moved off steady, at fully 
the late advance in the quotations. We have no change to notice 
in the value of either beans or peas. The flour trade has been 


uiet. 
vedas still progresses slowly in the North. We regret 
to learn that the potato disease has extended itself to Yorkshire. 
It is apprehended that the losses will be extensive. 
On the continent, wheat and all other kinds of produce have 
sold at very full prices. In America, the quotations show great 


The Scotch maikets heave been scantily supplied with wheat, 
which has moved off steadily, on higher terms. Spring corn, 
meal, and flour have produced extreme rates. Shipments of new 
barley have already been made to the South. 

In Treland, the wheat trade has been very firm, at extreme 
quotations. Barley and all other articles have changed hands 
steadily, at very full prices. 

To-day, our market has been but moderately supplied with 
wheat, in which only a limited business has been doing, at pre- 
vious rates. Foreign wheat has ruled about stationary. In the

Although our importations of wheat during the month of 
Avgust were less by about 14 per cent. than those of Augnst, 
1865, the importations of the first eight months of the year show 
a considerable excess. They have been 34 per cent. more than 
in the first eight months of last year, and 3 per cent. more than 
those of the same period of 1364. In the sources of supply there 
have been great variations. In 1864 no less than 41 per cent. of 
our total arrivals were from the United States, while this year the 
ee ee thence has been only 2 per cent.
